Doreen Rao’s distinguished career as a 
conductor and teacher links the standards of 
professional performance with the goals of 
music education. Rao is celebrated for her 
spirited and moving concerts, her pioneering 
innovations in choral teaching and her 
visionary commitments to children's choirs, 
cultural diversity, emerging composers and 
peacemaking initiatives around the world. 
Doreen Rao holds the University of 
Toronto Elmer Iseler Chair in Conducting. 
She is the Artistic Director of the New 
Millennium Festival and the Founding 
Director of the Choral Music Experience 
Institute for Choral Teacher Education. She 
serves as Editor and Choral Advisor for 
Boosey & Hawkes New York and London. 


Lori-Anne Dolloff is Associate Professor of 
Music and Coordinator of Music Education 





at the Faculty of Music, University of 
Toronto, where she has taught for the past 
fourteen years. Dr. Dolloff specializes in 
choral conducting, elementary music 
education, and teacher education. Over the 
past decade Lori Dolloff has been active in 
the Association for Choral Music Education 
and she has taught choral conducting and 
reflective practice in teacher education 
courses in Canada, the United State, Great 
Britain and Sweden. In recent years Lori 
Dolloff has travelled across Canada from 
Newfoundland to Vancouver Island working 
with school children and teachers in massed 
choral festivals and classroom workshops. 
Her Newfoundland and Gaelic folksong 
arrangements,most of them published in 
Boosey and Hawkes’ Choral Music 
Exeperience series, are very popular choral

plished organist and choir master, Lori 
Dolloff has served in several Mississauga 
and Toronto area churches and continues to 
be active as a freelance organist, conductor 
and clinician.

Founded by Doreen Rao in 1994, the 
University of Toronto MacMillan Singers 
were named to celebrate the legacy of Sir 
Emest MacMillan, an inspired performer 
and devoted teacher in Canada. Represent- 
ing the Faculty of Music, the choir com- 
prises undergraduate students in vocal 
performance, music education, and compo- 
sition. The Singers have performed and 
recorded a culturally diverse and distinctive 
repertoire with a demonstrated commitment 
to 20th century music. They have appeared 
in choral workshops, concerts, and master 
classes in North America, including a 
performance of Mozart’s Coronation Mass 
at Lincoln Center that garnered rave 
reviews. Doreen Rao holds the University of 
Toronto Elmer Iseler Chair in Conducting. 
Her distinguished career as conductor and 
teacher links the standards of professional 
performance with the goals of music 
education. Rao’s commitment to choral 
music is recognized in her worldwide 
appearances and in her award winning 
nublications. 








The University of Toronto Summer

National Concert Hall in Dublin, Ireland.

Pianist James Bourne is known both as a 
solo performer and as a collaborative artist. 
He holds a postgraduate diploma in per- 
formance from the Royal College of Music 
(UK), along with graduate and undergradu- 
ate degrees in performance, collaborative 
piano, and French language and literature 
from the University of Western Ontario. In 
recent years, James has been in residence at 
the Banff Centre (Contemporary Opera and 
Song/Chamber Music), and has been a 
fellow of the Tanglewood Music Centre 
working under the baton of Seiji Ozawa. He 
is the recipient of numerous awards and 
scholarships including UWO’s Alumni Gold 
Medal in 1996. A resident of Toronto, James 
maintains an active career as a coach, 
accompanist and chamber musician. He is 
delighted to be working this year with Dr. 
Rao and the MacMillan Singers.
